ena of Mars. He noted patches of white at op- 
posite edges of the planet’s disc, and watched 
them gradually increase or diminish, as they 
were turned away from the sun or towards him. 
Here was a fact which, thoroughly studied, not 
only proved that Mars rotates on an axis,— 
which, like ours, is inclined to the plane of the 
orbit,—but also that these white caps were 
patches of snow, or ice, around the poles of ro- 
tation. From this followed the inevitable con- 
clusion that Mars has an atmosphere whith 
takes up and releases moisture, being in this re- 
spect similar to our own. The I 
recently demonetrated this to be true, and by a 
mode of proof almost independent of she other. 
But Herschel did not rest satisfied with this suc- 
ceas. He subsequently announced (1830) that 
he saw geographical li of demarkation 80

The eight columns of matter having reference 
to the Cuban crisis, which were printed in yes- 
terday’s Trreune, are a striking comment upon 
the excitability of some people, and their ten- 
dency to go off at half-cock. In striking con- 
trast with this isthe brief dispatch from London, 
announcing that the British Foreign Office has 
instructed its Minister at Madrid, its Consu's at 
Havana and Santiago, and the Governor of 
Jamaica, that the Government reserves its decis- 
ion on the question of the executions which 
have already taken place, but will hold the 
Spanish Government responsible for any add{- 
tional executions of British subjects. This is a 
prudent, systematic, and statesmanlike method 
of procedure, especially as compared with the 
headlong and helter-skelter plans 
by the New York and St. Louis There 
is no attempt upon the part of the English Gov- 
ernment to fire the hearts of the people, and 
there is no attempt upon the part of the people 
to egg the Government into a war, before it 
knows whether there is cause of war. The peo- 
ple of Great Britain are quiet and methodical, 
having fall confidence that the Government is 
dealing with the situation in the right way, and 
will act promptly and energetically when the 
time oo. 

In contrast with this, the attitude of New 
York and St. Louis, or the most noisy portion 
thereof, is almost iudicrous. In a great many 
places, North and South, East and West, bom- 
bastic persons are holding war-meetings, before 
the Government has any information upon which 
itcan act intelligently, and as if the Spanish 
‘troops were already upon American soil, pre- 
pared to burn, ravage, and pillage. In New 
York, lawyers, State officials, Judges, merchants, 
Wall street speculators, literati, and politicians 
gather together. and et and fume, rant and 
rave, and cry for vengeance, and urge the Pres- 
ident to let slip the dogs of war, without clearly 
knowing what the provocation is or who is re- 
sponsible for it, and unmindful that Congress 
alone bas the power of declaring war.

This matter is attracting attention all over the 
State, and among intelligent men everywhere 
the proceedings of the State Board are held in 
ridicule and contempt, The arbitrary proceed- 
ing of adding 122 per cent to the valuation of 
every lot and piece of real estate in this county 
is an outrage that has no parallel. In countless 
cases, this carries the taxable valuation from 10 
to 100 percent beyond the actual pril at which 
the property could be sold. The same arbitrary 
proceeding in adding 98 per cent to the value of 
each article of personal property in this county 
is equally unreasonable and extortionate, and is 
best illustrated in the case where the assessed 
value of $20,000 currency on hand is increased 
to $89,600!

THE CUBAN INSURRECTION. | 

The history of the insurrection against Span- 
ish rule in Cuba throws much light upon the 
acts of the Spanish suthorities in connection 
with the treatment of the crew of the Virginius. 
The white population of the island of Cuba 
may be considered composed of two classes, the 
Peninsulares, or Spanish immigrants, and 


| Creoles, or native Cubans. In 1868, the total 


population numbered 1,396,530 persons, of whom 
about one-half were slaves. 

The causes which led to open insurrection in 
the island were enumerated in the pronuncia- 
mento first issued, Oct. 10, 1868, by the 
insurgents at Yara, a small place in the 
Province of Manzanillo. They asserted 
that it was well known that Spain governed 
Cuba with an iron and a blood-stained hand; 
that Cubans were deprived of political, civil, and 


United States Government for a recognition of 
belligerent rights, claiming possession of 50 
leagues of the eastern and central parts of the 
island, having a population of over 100,000 per- 


At the close of 1868, Cespedes issued a prelimi- 
nary proclamation of emancipation, and during 
this whole time the insurgents were extending 
their territory and fighting many small battlec 
in the vicinity of Puerto Principe and Nuevitas. 
The possession of these two cities was very de- 
sirable to both parties, the latter being a seaport 
connected with Puerto Principe by rail. 

In February, 1869, Capt.-Gen. Lersundi was 
superseded by Gen. Dulce, who had previously 
made arrangements for the shipment to Cuba 
of all the hard characters in Spain that could 
be persuaded or forced to volunteer.“ Gen. 
Dulce immediately declared martial law through-

In May, the Ouban Republic had been recog- 
nized as a belligerent by Chili and Peru, then at 
war with Spain. During the winter of 1870, the 
Lloyd Aspinwall, an American merchant steamer, 
carrying dispatches from Rear-Admiral Poor, in 
Port au Prince, to the United States Consul- 
General in Havana, was captured as a prize by 
a Spanish war-ship and carried into Havana. 
This capture resulted in considerable diplomatic 
correspondence between the two Governments, 
but finally Admiral Poor proceeded to Havana 
with a frigate and two monitor iron-clads, and 
took the Aspinwall out from under the gund of 
the Spanish fleet and forts, having previously 
announced his intention of fighting if interfered
